yesterday Senator Pritchard spoke on 
his resolution declaring that the pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution 
of North Carolina is in contravention of 
the federal constitution. 


Mr. Pritchard's address was a long and 


carefully prepare^ one on the race ques- 
tion In the soutn. 
He said that the 


proposed amendment, if enacted, would 
disfranchise a large class of voters, both 
white and black.

He believes that the ad- 
ministration has nstCftr the legstl nor 
moral right to absorb and govern the 
Philippine islands without the consent 
of the people. He referred to Mr. 
Beveridge's speech as a "rhapsody" and 
said it tacjied the harmony which can be 
tvcked onty when the nobler chorda are 
Struck. He said our action in the 
Philippines prevents us from preserving 
a "decent neutrality" between the 


"heroic people" in South Africa and 
"their assailants." He declared that the 
annexation of the Philippines would de- 
bauch the citizenship of this country and 
pauperise its labor. He concluded by 
sayins that everybody knows that if 
congress declares its purpose to confer 
selfigovenunent on the Philippine peo- 
ple the war would stop instantly, and 
earnestly urged the adoption of such a 
reso'tution.

New Tork, Jan. 23.—Mrs. Anna B, 


George, the beautiful woman who was 
acquitted of the charge of, murd'erine 
George D. Saxton, brother-in-law of 
President McKlnley, disappeared from 
Canton soon trfter the sensational trial 
in which she figured. She has been 
found. She is in this city, and is em- 
ployed as a mode^ cn one of the big cloak 
bouses. 


In Canton she was known as the finest 


formed woman in the city. She had a 
wealthy husband, but Saxton, drawn on 
by her beauty, playing the part of the 
villain, secured Mrs. George's love. She 


i left her husband and secured a South 
j Dakota divorce.

Then Saxton refused to marry her. She 


j sued him, became reconciled and with- 
; drew the suit. Then they quarrelled and 


separated. Saxton was siiot and killed 
on Oct. 7, 1898. The trial of Mrs. George 
was sensational, but though some strong 
evidence was given against her, it waa 
not sufficient to convict. 


The end of the trial left Mrs. George 


penniless, although vindicated. She was 
40, and had reached a time of life when 
most women have loff^; their beauty, but 
Mrs. GfiiOrge had no? lost hers, and it 
stood her in good stead, for she was at 
once accepted when she applied for her 
job here.

SAYS HE IS NOT A GAMBLER 


SPURR'S 


Count Castellane Says He Never 


Played Cards or Specu- 


lated on Bourse 


New Tork, Jan. 23.—His face sruffus i'i 


with the flush of indignation, and his 
eyes snapping, Count Boni de Castellanc- 
stood upon th* deck of the French lint- 
steamship La Bretagne as she swung 
into her pier at the foot of Morton street 
yesterday. He indignantly denied the 
sensational Paris reports that he had 
loet heavily in speculation on the Bourse, 
and had come to this country for more 
funte, 


"Such stories are absolute calumnies," 


said he, "I never speculate, never, 
never! I am not a gambler. Believe me, 
my emotion is so great that I am not 
myself. I canntft too strongly deny these 
malicious reports." 


None of the Goulds was at the pier to 


meet the count and countess. The coun- 
tess was tefllng ol their plans to stay 
at the Waldorf-Astoria when the count 
again broke in. 


"On my return I shall use my cane on 


De Rodays. That Is the only treatment 
fit for such a man. I never at any time 
have been a.gambler. I never play cards 
or speculate en the Bourse. The state- 
ments about my finances, which seem to 
have obtained general credence, are due 
to political enmity." 


The count called attention to the fact 


that he had sailed Jan. 18 and the stories 
of his alleged "posting" on the Bourse 
were printed Jan. 14. 


Recurring to The Figaro, the count 


added: "It would not have dared to 
print these stories about my financial 
condition had I been in Paris." 


"Yes," said the countess, who had been 


IisieiiJrus attentively to the count's state- 
ment, "the statement© are all false. 
"Why, they even printed that I had run 
away from the count, and that he had to 
follow me to the steamship in order to 
overtake me. We are the happiest 
couple on the earth, and never at any 
time has there been the slightest dis- 
sension between ue. Both the count and 
myself are glad to visit America. I have 
been trying to come over here for a long 
time to see my brothers and sister, but 
this is my first opportunity to be in 
America since I was married five years 
ago. We expect to remain only aibout 
three weeks. We v/fll go at first to the 
hotel, and after we have had a little 
chance to rest from the voyage we will 
see the family. The oniy thing I re- 
gretted about leavimg Paris was that we 
could not well bring our tvro boysi One 
ia 2 years old and the other 3."

The Use to Which, the Fisherman Puts His 


Discarded Nets. 


In the majority of households an old 


newspaper is the material most com- 
monly rased to start a fire, and the ad- 
justment of this material is a matter of 
considerable art. There-should be enough 
of it to make a flame sufficient to ignite 
the wood laid upon it, and it.should be 
put in with just, the right degree of 
looseness so that the air will circulate 
through it and make itbnrn freely and 
to the best advantage. But there are 
houses in which paper is never used for 
this purpose—the homes of fishermen. 
Here, year in and year ont, day after 
day, the fire is started with a chunk of 
discarded tarred netting, aad there -is 
nothing like it 


When a-net gets tender, scr that it-is 


likely to bnrst \vben a body of kelp or 
seaweed floats against it in a tids vray, 
or to break with a big catch of fish, it 
is condemned. It may be whole and 
look all right, but it doesn't pay to take 
any risks with it Some fishermen nsing 
a considerable number of nets mayhave 
half a ton of suck netting in a year. 
T?hey use it fo start fires, and give away 
some of it. Formerly they sold it for 
junk, and they do so now occasionally, 
though not so mnoh BS they did. It 
brings a cent a pound. 


This netting has been tarredsagatu 


and again with fine, thin tar and it ia 
thoroughly saturated. The ne* may be 
6 feet deep. A length of it is-rolled np, 
and the roll is then flattened-down. The 
flattened roll may be 6 inches wide, aud 
it is cut off with an ax into chunks of 
perhaps a foot in lengfc, jnst enough to 
lie nicely on the grate of a kitchen, 
range. It is thoroughly dried before it 
is nsed. It all ignites quickly, and 
burns fiercely and uniformly, with a 
bluish flame and rather a pteasant odor. 
A properly laid fire with a section of 
old tarred netting to start it never goes 
ont. Whoever^iUttends to the kitchen 
fire in the fisl.Crman'3 house prepares it, 
if possible, the night before and pulls a 
strand from the tarred netting out 
through the bars of the grate in front. 
To start the fire in the morning all that 
is necessary is to touch a lighted match 
to the end of that tarred rope yarn. 


Some of this tarred netting has been 


sold to start the fire in locomotives. 
Such a thing is not unheard of as the 
use of cotton waste and oil for this pxir- 
poso, but a sheet of old tarred netting 
laid over the grate bars beats tho cotton 
waste out of sight. Still, locomotives 
have multiplied and tarred netting outs 
no figure as a means of starting tho fire 
iu them. It is perhaps now used for 
that purpose, if at all, only on roads 
running through or near fishing dis- 
tricts. And, as said, it is now rarely 
sold. The fislwrinan uses it to start his 
own fire, and tho man who has more 
than he wants gives to his neighbor.—- 
New York Sun.

\VOCLI> "WE RESORT TO LYNCHING 


Not very long ago the principal so- 


ciological topic was the race problem 
•n the set th. There had been lymli- 
i. gs, barbarous lynchin?s, nrovokdl 
b> the i!:ost l.e'ious of ciimes. 
The 


superficial philosophers of the north 
attributed the whole thing—the lynch- 
ing spirit particularly—to race hatred 
for the black man. Such a conclusion 
seemed, untenable, and 
the better 


view seemed to be that the social in- 
stincts were aroused to the point of 
seeking primitive vengeance because of 
ihe frequent and most bestial violation 
of the most sacred social things. In 
the Springfield Republican, in a. dis- 
cussion of the problem of law enforce- 
ment in the rural districts or isew 
England, we find a letter

prominent resident of Williamstown, 
of which this is a part: 


Last October a young woman of the 


highest character and repute was vio- 
lently assaulted by a ruffian 
while 


walking almost within sight 
of her 


house. She was threatened with death, 
strangled almost to the point of un- 
consciousness, shattered in health, and 
only escaped the worst fate 
through 


the unexpected arrival of help. The 
villain himself showed no mercy, and 
sae had given herself up for dead when 
footsteps approached and the scoundrel 
lied. By the prompt action of the 
neighbors, and particularly 
through 


the energy of Chief Justice Nott of the 
"United States court of claims, the fel- 
low was followed up, Identified and 
committed for trial in January. Then 
through the effort 
of 
friends, 
the 


young woman who wanted to forfeit 
her bonds and escape the publicity of 
trial, was induced to come on from her 
home in Washington and appear as 
-witness. The jury after a short con- 
sultation brought in a verdict of guilty, 
and here comes the climax. The man 
received a sentence of two years! Now 
I do not eti-ig'.rate one hair's breadth 
•when I aay thit that light sentence 
•was a dire",: blow on the head • f the 
law-abiding element in this 
town. 


Every good man is depressed by it. It 
is the kind of sentence that necessi- 
tates the carrying of a revolver in 
one's pocket, and if that kind of justice 
should prevail, it would soon bring in 
an epoch like that which caused the 
Master to say, "He that hath no sword 
let him sell his garment and buy one." 
I cannot here detail the utterances of 
thoughtful, educated people on this 
subject, but the general drift is that 
the courts afford no adequate protec- 
tion for the worst of crimes and the 
most intolerable nightmare that can 
brood over a community. 
Within a 


short time; men of education and in- 
fluence have told me that in a similar 
rasa they thought they should take to 
the bullet in preference to the law. It 
i:i a heavy blow surely that destroys 
confidence in law, and discourages the 
attempt to put down crimo by legal 
methods, and it is particularly so in a 
country town, whr-rr: the organization 
of justice Is primitive and slow, where 
every one la face to face with such a 
crime and every one follows Its his- 
tory. 
To a large proportion of our 


citizens and particularly to those who 
are nearest the boundary line of crim- 
inality, the law is almost the only 
formative moral force. To their minds 
fiuch a light sentence is an object les- 
son on crime. It shows the low valua- 
tion which the state puts on a woman's 
life and honor. 


This is a remarkable letter, but re- 


markable only In the fact that the 


• writer has the courage to express what 
,',e feelB regarding the matter. Thou- 


sands of New England peoplo have felt 
similarly. 
The writer of the letter 


thinks that the sentence was not a 
high enough price to pay for the at- 
tack on a woman's life and a woman's 
honor, and he believes that such a 
sentence Is not deterrent. Two ques- 
tions may be raised: 
AVhat sentence 


v. ould be suilk'ient, and is u possible 
for a heavy sentence to operate against 
the committing of such crimes'.' Nei- 
ther can be answered satisfactorily. 
No sentence o>uUl pay for a woman's 
lite and honor destroyed by the ravas- 
cr, and the bruie \vru> prowls about 
to d>> siii-h needs, in all probability, 
iifver heavs of. the operation of the 
law against ik\t,viiiTJU s like himself". 
If In- docs hear of it, it is not likely 
to deter him.

HAS AMUSING FEATURES. 


The experiment has its amusing fea- 


tures, as in the case of Morton Al- 
baugh, chairman of the 
republican 


central committee of Kansas. The pa- 
per for the last three months has con- 
ducted a very bitter fight against him 
and also against Cyrus Leland, na- 
tional republican committeeman from 
Kansas.

He Tells of Some Very Unpleasant Expe- 


riences With Blirrors. 


"I have had," said the retired bur- 


glar, '' some very unpleasant experiences 
•with mirrors. I think I have told yon 
how I once fired at my reflection in a 
mirror, mistaking it for another man— 
a mistake that I thought I should never 
make again. But within two years after 
that I struck at a man in a mirror, and 
smashed the glass and smashed my hand 
and made myself uncomfortable gener- 
ally. It may seem atrangR to yon that a 
man could make such mistakes, biit in 
a dim light, and where everything is 
strange to him, and he's all sort of keyed 
up himself, I don't know as it is after 
all. Still, after that last experience I 
did think it would be some time before 
I had any more trouble with mirrors. 
But within a year I had an experience 
that was a, great deal worse than either 
of them. 


"When 1 came ont of a room, in a 


bouse I was in one night, on the second 
floor, looking down the hall—this was 
pretty near the front where I was—I 
saw the figure of myself in a mirror at 
the other end. It was plain enough, 
even in that light, but it startled me a 
little at first, and I threw np my gun at 
it. Of course the figure's hand went np 
and down, just the same as mine did, 
and it mado me kind of laugh to think 
of it, and I could imagine the shadow 
laughing, too, at a man who was afraid 
of his own shadow. 


"Then I went into the nest room, and 


when, I came out of that into the hall 
again my eyes sought the mirror again. 
It wasn't very pleasant to see yourself 
in the dark in that way, but it weald 
have been a mighty sight less pleasant 
not to. But then I was all right, and I 
stood and looked at it a minute and 
throw np my arm at it same as before, 
just up and dowr., a sort of unnecessary 
teat, but it made me feel just a little 
easier, and up went the arm in the mir- 
ror with mine, but this time, when 
mine came down, the arm in the mirror 
staid up.

years and now exceeds *9000, and the 
Hoosac savings bank, which holds the

them. It la understood 


that the bank would be willing to take 
new notes, properly secured, but where 
the security is to come from is the 
question. Some of the notes now out- 
standing are said to be indorsed by 
members of the society, but none of 
the present officers feel like becoming 
indorsers for the society. The project 
to pay the; debt bry subscription did not 
vork, and so something else must 1)P 
done. It is nrobable that a meeting 
of the society will be called soon to 
consider the matter, and at this meet- 
ing the question of mortgaging the 
property will come up. George P. Car- 
renter, the delegate to the state board 
of agriculture, was instructed to ask 
the board at its recent meeting; for 
permission to mortgage the property, 
but learned that such a permit could 
not be granted till the society had 
voted to mortgage, so nothing can be 
done in that direction till a meeting 
is held. It is also something of a ques- 
tion whether the mortgage can be 
readily placed to cover the amount of 
the debt. The property is worth more 
than the debt to the society, if it is 
to hold any property, but what a piece 
of property is worth and what it will 
bring at a forced sale are sometimes 
two very different things, and the lat- 
ter is one that the mortgagee is quite 
apt to consider. 


The present officers are agreed on 


one point, and that is that expenses 
must be materially reduced if 
any 


more fairs are held. They think they 
recognize several points at which ex- 
penses can be cut. without materially 
decreasing the interest in the fair, 
and it is their belief that the hiring of 
attractions, which cost considerable 
money, can to a large extent be profit- 
ably omitted. At any rate, they feel 
that it is safe to experiment in this> di- 
rection, as the society has gone into 
a hole under past methods and what 
the outcome will be remains to be «een.

Heved that better weather will be ex- 
perienced, as a rule, and that the at- 
tendance may be increased by having 
the fair come before so many others 
are held. The officers are determined 
to make the best they can of what 
they recognize as a bad job. and it is 
to be hoped they will find some way to 
give the society, which has seen pros- 
perous days, another lease of life and 
a start on a new career of usefulness.

Rabbit* That Climb, 


A correspontknt writes to the London 


Field that while he was hunting rabbits 
•with ferrets in January he found rabbits 
on three occasions in willow trees which 
overhung the water of a mill stream.

IN QUEST OF LOST GOLD.~

Expedition Going to Search tlie Bot- 


tom of Gold Bay. 


An expedition is being fitted out ia 


Vancouver, B. C., to hunt for gold in 
the bottom of a bay in the Qneen Char- 
lotte islands. Divers and a full set of 
diving appurtenances vrill be taken 
along by the party. Their plan is to 
recover about §00,000 vrorth of prac- 
tically pure gold from the bottom of 
what has come to be known as Gold 
bay, oa the western, or Pacific ocean 
side of the Queen Charlotte islands, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Since 
July 27, 1S5T, Gold bay has had a mys- 
terious name as the holder of a large 
amount of treasure. On that afternoon 
it is estimate'd that §60,000 worth of 
gold was taken by three men from the 
shelf in. the cliff" on the flanking side of 
the rock bound 'bay. The gold was 
scarcely in, the hands of the men be- 
fore they lost it again. They had it 
partly lowered into 'their boat, when 
a break occurred in their tackle, arid 
the gold sank in over 30 feet of * 
ter. 
These particulars, together •« 


other details of the expeditions that 
have vainly gone there in search of the 
missing gold, can be found in almost 
any pilotage record of the north Pa- 
cific. 


The three men who found the gold 


were in the employ of the Hudson 
Bay company. They had been work- 
ing over the islands for weeks, but up 
to that time had found nothing but 
some veins of copper, some of which 
are now being developed. Then, on 
the day mentioned, they lefthemselvea 
flown over the cliff that overlooked tRe 
landlocked bay, and in the face of the 
rock they found -^ pocket of gold. The 
decomposed mineral which they threw 
out with their picks was practically 
pure gold. 
They were experienced 


miners, and they estimated whea they 
had the pocket cleared out that there 
was between $60,000 and §70,000 in 
solid gold beneath their feet. 
One 


story says that they lost the gold in 
carrying it down the cliff, while anoth- 
er statement says that the yellow 
metal was thrown off in a blast But, 
at any rate, they lost the most of the 
glistening metal, and ever since that 
it has been resting in the bottom of the 
bay. 


Several parties have gone north to 


find it at intervals during the past few 
years. 
The principal 
difficulty has 


been to find where tl.e gold was taken 
from, and so far none of the parties 
has succeeded in bringing any more 
than a small amount back with them. 
The Vancouver firm taking it up is 
Messrs. Armstrong & Llewellyn. They 
depend on their diving apparatus to 


(rnake the work of finding the gold 
easy.

MELTED SNOW POWER, 


The Queerest -Gambling Gamo In- the 


World In Flayed ut Calcutta. 


One of tbe most curious forms of 


gambling iu the world is "rain gam- 
bling," which in the winter eeason of 
the year is at its height in Calcutta. 
The. principal rain gambling den is in 
Cotton street, Burra bazaar. 


No one who has uot visited the place 


con have any couceptiou of the vast 
crowds which at every hour of the day 
and far into uiglit pass in and out. 


The gretti majority are Mawajris, who 


! ore born speculators, but there are as 
| well plenty of well to do Europeans, 


Eurasians, Jews, Armenians and Greeks 
and women too. All swarm into the 
small courtyard where this strange 
form of gambling is carried on, through 
a narrow entrance barely 8 feet wide. 
The courtyard is about 300 feet square. 
The far famed tank with a spout falling 
into the courtyard is the one spot where 
all eyes are fixed. The tank stands at 
the edge of a second floor roof. It is 


I about 6 feet long by 4 feet wide and 9 
1 inches deep, with the spout opening in- 


ward, some 8 or 4 inohes from the bot- 
tom. From this it will bo seen that it 
requires a, pretty heavy downpour for 
at least ten minutes to cause the spout 
to flow. Intermittent drizzles, which 
partly fill this tank, do not count, as 
the shower to fill it must pour down un- 
interruptedly, and then the bets are 
•won or lost. 


Chances are tiken either for or against 


the spout running. A gray haired, 
wizened old man IB the owner of the 
den, and there is another similar place 
across the road, only smaller. On the 
roof, over the fifth floor, there is a 
small, iquare watch tower, in which 
are stationed five or six men, whose 
duty is to scan the horizon closely and 
report on thp formation of rainolouds. 
On these reports the odds rise or fall. 


A bet made and won one day is al- 


ways paid the following morning. 
Everything seems to be " on the square,'' 
and indeed there is little chance for 
cheating. The odds range as high as 1 
to 75 on some days, even in the rainy 
season. Many have made a fortune in a 
single day. One person won over £6,- 
000 in the c-nurse of a few weeks. But 
he worked the system on scientific meth- 
ods.—New York Herald.

Bwiss Towns That Utilize tae Mountain 


Streams. 


Besides a considerable number of 


large water power installations Switzer- 
land is full of small power plants, nearly 
every town in that land of mountains 
and waterfalls being well supplied with 
power from the "white coal,-" as the 
melting siiovr on the mountain sides has 
well been culled. \Vhen there are no 
large streams, many small ones are im- 
pounded and collected in reservoirs on 
the hillsides, and it is rare to find a 
place of any size which is not well 
lighted by the power of some mountain 
stream. 


At Montreux the electric tramway 


gets its power in this way, and from the 
old F.oinan town of Vevey to the me- 
diaeval castle of Cbillon one may ride in 
a trolley car propelled by the power of 
an insignificant little stream which may 
or may not be noticed when climbing 
up the hillsides just above. 


The capabilities of this general util- 


ization of natural power are beginning 
to be understood everywhere, and, with 
the appreciation of the possibilities of 
the best methods of long distance trans- 
mission, the development of many moun- 
tain streams must rarely come. There 
are innumerable streams, which, while 
very small, are yet very high, and these 
can with comparatively little difficulty 
be impounded and carried down many 
hundreds of feet, thus making up for 
their lack of volume by the great pres- 
sure readily obtainable, and, either by 
the use of electricity or compressed air, 
tho power may be transmitted to many 
points of application with bat little 
lose.—Cassier's Maeasdna

Home Journal, contends that there has 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
the chemical composition of fish at all 
reliable. "The albuminoid matter in 


i white fish, as cod, haddock and halibut, 


1 is in about the same proportion as in 
•j beef and mutton. They contain, how- 


ever, more phosphorus—the active fish, 
such as trout and pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. The amount of carbon 
depends largely upon the amount of fat 
they contain. The whiteflsh are, there- 
fore, deficient in carbon. If you should 
ask an intelligent cook what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
would answer quickly, potatoes, as they 
supply the wanting carbohydrates. 


"There are other kinds of fish, how- 


ever, such as salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, jn consequence of which 
they are not so easily digested as the 
white fish. The more oil they have dis- 
persed through the body, the more diffi- 
cult the digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
From this fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much better diet for the active 
man. 
Many authorities affirm that the 


more active fish, as well as the more 
active animals, give better muscle mak- 
ing food than their more indolent rela- 
tions."

and 


more of the latter than the former. No 
direct encouragement is given to evil, 
but the impression conveyed is that 
the evil is more abundant than the 
good, and goodness means obscurity. 


The editor is fitted to explain the 


news, but sometimes he is overborne 
by the financial, religious or political 
influences proceeding from, the owner. 
If more than one mind finds expression 
on this page, harmony must exist (or 
appear to). A man rich enough to 
own his paper would be sure not to 
know enough to edit it. What is an 
editorial worth if written under dicta- 
tion? 


The advertisements yield a la.rge 


part of the income, and many go in 
that should be kept out. As in news 
columns, good and bad are contending 
for mastery. Any leading1 paper has 
advertisements that appeal to the stu- 
pidity, 
vice, fraud, ignorance and 
quackT of the community. This ad- 
vertising gives such enterprises the 
breath of life. 


Of its enterprise nothing1 need be 


said. 
Reporters, scientists, explorers 


and missionaries, they belong in the 
same class, as a business organization, 
it ranks among the first. 


The Newspaper as it Should Be 
If I seemed to put emphasis upon 


certain imperfections in the newspaper, 
it is because I am angered that so 


, great a force should be used to small 


I and base ends. It is capable of becom- 
ing an ideal institution. 


Its advertising should be free from 


any features that mislead, or invite to 
vice, fraud or crime. Let the news- 
papers combine to keep out such. A 
civilizing: -agent should not demoralize 
men. Why spread before the public all 
things that men wish to sell? A teacher 
should sift his material, and b,old forth 
to the public that which is good. 


Give prominence in news to what is 


hon'.st, praiseworthy and of good re- 
port. J'illions of the people lived har- 
moniously yesterday, perhaps a few 
hundred assaulted each other; why 
give more space to the few than to the 
many. The newspaper should change 
here, even as has the pulpit. Is man's 
depravity the staple of pulpit instruc- 
tion? No, his nobility, progress, the 
steps he has taker, and is to take. Let 
the editor convey the moral, not the 
newsgathere. Let an 
advertisement 


appear as such, not bo disguised as 
news. 
The editor should be as unhampered 


as a teacher of geology, as free from, 
counting room, influence as the geolo- 
gist is freefrornthebookof Genesis. The 
editor is a teacher of mental and moral 
science. If he writes to please owners 
or public he has abdicated, and his 
words are worthless. , 


Can such a paper live? The few that 


approach it do live. 
Perhaps they 


would thrive more if they strove for the 
ideal. The independent pa-ers have 
not died. Harper's weekly announces 
that it proposes to lead thought instead 
of following or reflecting it. Let the 
newspaper be endowed; let it stand 
for -what it is, a teaching force, not a 
scheme for making money. There are 
signs of promise. The present state of 
affairs in the newspaper world if, far 
from final.

George Hotaling, a farm hand em-

was called. He told of Mull's 


coming to the farm on the morning of 
the crime. Mull told Hotaling that he 
had better look out or he would not 
get his pay. The witness said he was 
i.ct afraid. Mull said Lord owed him 
$25, that he would take him to the 
woods to a chestnut tree, ask him for 
it and if he did not give it to him he 
would "drop" him. 


Hotaling was the one who discover- 


ed Lord lying in the field after the 
assault, and told how Mull went to- 
wards the scene of the murder with 
Lord and the boy Snyder. 


A new feature waa introduced in 


the cross examination. Hotaling said 
he had feared Mull might do some- 
thing, and that his conscience pricked 
him during the morning IK cause he 
had not notified Mr. Lord. The witness 
introduced his statement by saying:

Captain Parrow of this city testified

This attorney, 
Cure said, introduced him to Mr. Furs- 
man, the senior counsel for* the de- 
fense, who told him ha would stand 
by anything his associate had prom- 
ised He then proceeded to find the 
necessary 
talesman, and approached 


Mr. Fletcher, ti* whom he said S150 
would be paid for a favorable verdict 
tind that there was more behind thai 
sum if necessary. Fletcher refused to 
be purchased." 
Both Mr. Fursman and Mr. Ford 


make emphatic denial of these state- 
ments, Mr. Fursiman considering them 
a trick of the prosecution to prejudice 
the jury in the Mull trial. 


The offense Cure and others are ac- 


cused of is made a felony by the code 
of criminal proceedure, and the pun- 
ishment may be 10 years' imprison- 
ment or a flne not exceeding $5000, or 
both. 
In regard to continuing the present 


Mull trial the district attoiney said: 
"It will ha.ve no effect. 
We will go 


right on with the trial. I do not un- 
derstand that any juror drawn 
ha-s 


been tampered with or has accepted 
a bribe. The charges against the ac- 
cused persons will not come before the 
present court. I will present them, to 
the next grand jury, and in this con- 
nection I wish to say, that while I do 
not intend t-i be offensive, I will push 
the prosecution of persons accused. I 
believe it to be my duty to do so, 
find that the interests of justice and 
the preservation of the purity of the 
jury system demand it. I cannot help 
who it will hit, and, no matter how 
unpleasant the duty, it will be per- 
formed by me. This is not the first 
time this has happened in the county. 
Vut if I can prevent it it will be the 
last. A similar attempt was made on 
the trial of Hickey for murder. I rlirl 
not push the case then, but I will 
now."
